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According to Albany Police Detective Kevin Horn, 
who has been in charge of robbery investigations since 
January, the higher arrest rate can be attributed to 
increased communication between investigative and 
patrol officers and a better rapport between Albany 
police and law enforcement officers in other jurisdic- 
tions. By reading teletypes and keeping the lines of 
communication open with other agencies, Horn said, 
similarities in crimes committed in different jurisdic- 
tions can be recognized more easily. 

“They know about my cases and I know about 
theirs,” said Horn, who also stressed the importance of 
keeping patrol officers informed as to who and what to 
look for. 

In addition to the 17 arrests for crimes committed in 
1996, police also arrested two youths from the Rich- 
mond/San Pablo area who are suspected of committing 


eight robberies in 1995 on the BART path in Albany, 
mostly of other teenagers. According to Horn, the 
youths would ride past potential victims on their bikes, 
ask them what time it was. then rob them at knife point 
or by threat of their money, watches, and bicycles. The 
two are also suspected of similar crimes on the BART 
path in Berkeley and El Cerrito. No one was injured in 
any of the incidents, Hom said. 

Robbery, which is considered the taking of personal 
property by force or by threat, is one of the most 
dangerous street-level crimes, Palmini said. “It’s a 
one-on-one situation where anything can happen,” he 
said. 

There were 61 robberies reported in Albany in 
1995, 23 of which have now been solved. In 1994 there 
were 50 robberies and 22 arrests.

Citing the fact that urban stormwater runoff 
accounts for more than half of the pollution in the Bay, 
Hale said that creek restoration and increased public 
awareness are two of the best ways to prevent such 
contamination. 

The problem, said Hale, lies in the fact that each time 
it rains, motor oil, pesticides and other pollutants wash

EL CERRITO — The results of the “Neigh- 
bor to Neighbor” public opinion survey, “A 
Conversation with E] Cerrito,” are in. Consultant 
Jennifer D. Franz presented the survey’s final 
report to the El Cerrito City Council at its April 
15 meeting. She found little statistical difference 
between citizens’ opinions expressed in 1996 
with those found in a similar study in 1990. 
The survey covered a number of different 
areas of public opinion, from the “importance of 
new services” (the N.E.A.T. disaster prepared- 
hess program, fire hazard reduction activities 
and the Youth

or Cutting Boulevard near the Del Norte BART 
station and that in all four designated areas, 
including San Pablo Avenue near Moeser Lane, 
El Cerrito Plaza and the Fairmont commercial 
area, none of the areas were rated as “somewhat 
safe.” (Fairmont came very close.) 

Some audience members reacted in surprise 
to the answer to one group of questions. Only 
13.7 percent of the survey respondents had ever 
attended any city meeting; 67 percent could not 
name any city council members. 

Those who do get information about the city 
most often receive it from the newspaper (70 
percent) or from city recreation brochures (61.3 
percent). The next highest information category 
was “friends” (36.3 percent)

Making a better experience 


The Journal received a copy of the following 
‘letter to the Albany City Council and Planning 
hfe Zoning Commission: 


* The Northern Alameda County Group of the 

’ San Francisco Bay Chapter - Sierra Club has 

‘reviewed the plans for the Buchanan Street 
portion of the Bay Trail. We are pleased that 

‘completion of this critical piece of the trail is 

' moving forward. At this time we have the 

“following recommendations: 

1) The screening slats on the barrier fence 
overlooking the mudflats should be removed for 
‘the eight or nine months of the year when 
‘migratory birds are not present. 

2) Seven or eight accessible seating areas 
should be provided in both the western and 
eastern portions of the trail. In the eastern portion 

of the trail, these areas should be located in the 
‘tree planters south of the trail. 

| The eastern seating areas should be raised 2 to 
3 feet above the trail in order to see over the 
barrier fence. (Steve Foreman, the biologist for 
RMI, Inc., determined that this area was beyond 
the range where pedestrian activity would affect 

‘the migratory or local bird populations.) These 
raised seating areas need to be accessible to 
wheelchairs and might utilize a portion of the trail 
for ramping. 

3) During the season when screening slats on 
the barrier fence are in place, accessible view 
ports should be provided in those locations 

_ determined to be non-detrimental to the bird 
_ population. (Steve Foreman indicated that there 
are at least two such areas.) 

Our recommendations are related to making the 
Bay Trail a more bay-oriented experience that all 
people may enjoy. By maintaining the barrier 
fence and preserving the views for most of the 
year, everyone will be able to appreciate the 
beauty and significance of our local bird 
populations in their wetland and upland 
environment.

Bring back high school programs 


Editor: 

The Albany School District currently has some 
tough decisions to make regarding funding this 
year, as it has every year since cutbacks crippled 
our schools. The School Board is considering 
allocations to begin restoring important programs 
that were cut in the past. Without this funding, the 
Situation at the High School could go from bleak 
to hopeless. 

Everyone agrees that we have good grammar 
here. Bui at the High School, which should be the 
high point of our children’s education, programs 
have dwindled to pathetic levels. I personally 
have encountered over a dozen families who 
transferred to other schools for one reason: The 
academic climate and activities at Albany High 
School are below community standards. 

For example, it is a high school without a 
student newspaper or literary magazine, without 
an orchestra, without a jazz band, without a 
performing arts program, without a debate team, 
without an adequate library, and with minimal 
foreign language, computer science, and 
vocational programs. 

Albany will never be able to offer the diversity 
and richness which larger districts may offer. But 
we can have a sound, attractive and interesting 
program which will satisfy student needs. 

In the future, our community must be willing to 
fund programs which have been cut through 
additional tax revenues and through organizations 
such as the Albany Education Foundation. 
Perhaps the meager parcel tax should be 
increased. For now, the School Board must seek 
to restore what was lost before instituting brand- 
new programs, such as the “Ninth Grade 
Renewal” or J.V. Soccer. 

The issue of pay increases for teachers is also 
difficult. Teachers are underpaid and cost-of- 
living increases should be automatic. But this year 
we have to improve the quality of the program at 
the High School. Teachers will benefit by keeping 
good students here in their classrooms. Parents 
will then back teachers up during contract 
negotiations — if we can restore a basic quality 
education for the children.

ALBANY — On the after- 
noon of April 13 Albany offic- 
ers and Albany firefighters re- 
sponded to a vehicle fire on the 
1500 block of Solano Avenue 
and found a 1991 Jeep Cherokee 
with a fire in the passenger area.

The class size quandry 


Recently, the Oakland teachers’ 
strike and decisions of the San Fran- 
cisco school board highlighted the 
problem of class size reduction. 
California has the dubious distinc- 
tion of providing the largest class 
sizes in the country. 

Class sizes rise and fall through 
decisions of the local school boards, 
negotiating with teachers’ unions. 
Some communities — Berkeley is 
one — vote for parcel taxes to sup- 
port smaller class sizes. Without 


such a specific tax, however, class 
size can be one more issue on the 
table when the time comes to bar- 
gain over teacher salaries and ben- 
efits. 

Parents and educators agree that 
large classes hamper learning and 
teacher effectiveness. Class size, 
in fact, is cited again and again as 
one of the most important factors 
in school quality. Nevertheless, 
administrators tend to negotiate for 
larger classes, because the district’s 


major funding from the state is 
calculated according to the num- 
ber of students in daily attendance. 
(This state money is called ADA 
— average daily attendance —and 
makes up the bulk of a district’s 
general funds.) 

In simplest terms, if my district 
has 3,000 students and my class 
size is 30, I pay 100 teacher sala- 
ties. If my class size is 25, I will 
need to pay 120 teacher salaries on 
the same ADA from the state —a 
less attractive business proposition, 
and perhaps not even possible, de- 
pending on the benefits and sala- 
Ties my district has negotiated. 
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Street resurfacing 
impacts storm drains —

EL CERRITO — An asphalt 
overlay placed on one section of 
Terrace Drive has improved the 
street’s “rideability” and its aes- 
thetics. It has also slightly reduced 
the ability of the gutter areas to 
carry drainage water during rain- 
storms. 

Maintenance and Engineering 
Services Manager Mori Struve 
sent a letter to neighboring resi- 
dents April 4, describing how the 
curb to curb resurfacing has cut 
down the gutter’s capacity tocarry 
water in some areas. 

Struve told residents that some 
reconstruction of curbs and side- 
walks has already been ordered 
for the 7500 block of Terrace. 
Other needed work will be con- 
ducted in the next fiscal year, he 
said. 

“We are aware that more work 
will have to be done in front of 
other properties to prevent water 
from topping the curb and enter- 
ing private properties,” he said. 

Because the rainy season is 
nearing its end, however, the city 


In addition to providing extra 
teachers, I must also provide 20 
extra classroom spaces for the 
smaller classes. 

Reducing class size, therefore, 
strains a district’s resources. This is 
why we saw, a few weeks ago, the 
perplexing spectacle of two major 
teacher’s unions expressing dissat- 
isfaction with their school boards: 
the one for suddenly reducing class 
size, and the other for not reducing 
class size quickly enough. 

In San Francisco, teachers are 
concerned that programs may be 
cut to pay for class size reduction, 
while in Oakland teachers have felt 


does not anticipate problems with 
street drainage water entering pri- 
vate properties in that way.

City seeks lighting funds 


City staff members continue 
to seek out grant funding possi- 
bilities for lighting improvements 
along the Ohlone Greenway. The 
need for additional lighting has 
been a repeated topic at the recent 
“Neighbor to Neighbor” meetings 
at which residents have been asked 
to raise their concerns and stg- 
gestions about city services. 

A recent grant application was 
denied; another possible source 
has been identified and is being 
investigated. 


for many years that the quality of 
their schools has suffered due to 
large classes. 

Albany’s present class size in 
elementary through middle school 
is 28 children per class, with the 
possibility of “overage” to create 
classes as large as 31 students. 
Teachers given overage are com- 
pensated with aide money, so that 
an aide can help with the extra 
workload. 

High schools count class size 
differently. On average, an AHS 
teacher will see five class periods 
per day, and the size of these classes

“Officer Johnson” headed the 
Junior Traffic Patrol for many 
years.

San Pablo and Solano svenues 
before the traffic signals were in- 
stalled. He taught traffic safety to 
kindergarten and primary students 
using an over-sized traffic signal 
on his visits for the “Officer Bill” 
program which informed the stu- 
dents about police officers and 
their work. 

Mr. Johnson was in charge of 
the Bicycle Bureau and operated 
the radar unit since the police de- 
partment purchased its first set in 
1958. He also served as the presi- 
dent of Albany’s Civil Service 
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Club. Two of his fondest memo- 
ries were of the times he recoy- 
ered a stolen bicycle for a very 
young boy and the day he helped 
to deliver a baby. 

Mr. Johnson loved and took his 
work seriously. In 1957, he was 
involved in a high-speed chase of 
two men wanted for robbery, bur- 
glary, kidnapping, auto theft and 
attempted murder. One of the 
suspect’s bullets crashed through 
the windshield spraying splinters 
of glass over Mr. Johnson’s face, 
missing his forehead by millime- 
ters. He received a commendation 
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Bernard E. Johnson 


from the City of Albany for perfor- 
mance beyond the call of duty. It 
seemed he never forgot a license or 
phone number thanks to his incred- 
ible talent of remembering even 
minute details. 

In 1959-60, Mr. Johnson and his 
wife shared Presidency of the 
MacGregor PTA, later both receiv- 
ing an Honorary Life Membership 
in the PTA. He was a member of the 
Bayview Aerie Eagles No. 2323 
and an active member in the Model 
Railroad Society. His main hobby 
was his model railroad which was 
housed in a small cabana in his 
backyard. It included a scenic route 
of mountains before entering a tun- 
nel and a small town with people 
and cars. °

The Bald Truth: Tuesday 
night ABC’s “Murder One” 
was back on after revealing 
the verdict Monday. Another, 
bigger, verdict remains — 
ABC’s. Tuesday’s episode was 
supposed to wrap up a few 
“loose ends’’ from the drama’s 
rookie season, in which we TV 
critics tried to outdo one 
another praising the Steven 
Bochco series. The new show 
was classy, artistically 
photographed and beautifully 
scripted. And Daniel Benzali, 
as bald-pated defense attorney 
Ted Hoffman, was probably 
the most commanding 
presence on network TV this 
season. 

But as the series crept 
along, disenchantment set in. 
The show was off the air for 
two months, which didn’t 
help. (It was getting clobbered 
by NBC’s mediocre “ER” on 
Thursdays and needed a new 
time spot; that had to wait 
until the end of the NFL 
season). Readers and critics 
started complaining about the 
one-case-a-year format with 
all its serpentine plot twists. I 
got some pointed e-mail on 
America Online reacting to my 
favorable AOL reviews of the 
show. 

I reluctantly came to agree; 
I watched the first eight 
“Murder Ones” without fail, 
then started to get 
disenchanted, especially when 
Hoffman’s marriage began to 
fall apart and his young 
daughter was kidnapped. That 
seemed awfully manipulative, 
soap-like. And besides, I was 
far more interested in the 
murder case than Teddy’s 
personal life. Does anyone 
really want to know about 
Robert Shapiro’s home life,

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for example? I’ve stopped 
watching regularly, but caught 
the concluding episode. 

At any rate, what might 
have helped the series keep 
viewer interest was to include 
more side cases in each show 
that get resolved weekly while 
the big Neal Avedon murder 
case moved along — the kind 
of thing “L.A. Law” did each 
week. “Murder One” did some 
of that, but not enough. 

TV Guide is saying odds are 
against “Murder One” 
returning this fall. We’ll know 
soon. I hope the ABC series 
does return, but with some 
adjustments. It’d be a shame 
for something of this overall 
quality to vanish after only 
one season. 

That reminds me of a poster 
in a hallway at KGO-TV. Most 
of these handsomely displayed 
ABC posters are for current 
network shows, but there’s one 
notable exception: A poster 
for an acclaimed series that 
also vanished after one season, 
the wonderful “My So-Called 
Life.”

By now, you are probably 
painfully aware that California 
spends less on public education 
per pupil than virtually any 
other state in the union. 

If you have followed events 
in the WCCUSD over the last 
few years, you know about the 
huge debt the district owes the 
state of California, a result of 
massive mismanagement in the 
late 1980s. However, it has been 
hard to obtain concise, easily 
understood information about 
the district’s financial status 
without wading through thick 
board packets and huge budget 
documents. 

Until now. 

On Tuesday, April 16, the 
Richmond Area League of 
Women Voters released a new 
publication, “Focus Study of the 
Financial Condition of the West 
Contra Costa Unified School 
District.” 

Based on original research 
conducted by the League, 
including interviews and review 
of source documents, the 
document surveys the context 
for educational funding in the 
state, outlines events leading up 
to the fiscal collapse of the 
district in 1991, describes our 
current situation, and concludes 
with a list of recommendations. 
All of this in a handy 10-page 
report which should be required 
reading for parents, community 
members, district personnel, and 
others interested in 
understanding our past and

working toward a brighter 
future. 

The report was prepared by 
the League of Women Voters 
Educational Focus Study Group, 
comprised of members Betty 
Brown, Denise Fleig, Ethel Gok, 
Ruth Guthartz, and Jeannie 
Guzman. Brown, Fleig, Gok and 
Guthartz presented key portions 
of the study during the League’s 
April 16 meeting. 

The recommendations 
include: “Bring our teacher 
salaries in line with other 
comparable districts; reduce 
class sizes; increase utilization 
of community resources, 
including parent involvement; 
support all attempts to modify 
the two-thirds vote requirement 
for bond and property tax 
increases; and organize a 
communitywide effort directed 
to the legislature and governor 
to cancel the remaining debt to 
the state.” 

Regarding teacher salaries, 
Fleig noted, “Starting salaries 
for teachers in Oakland 
(following the strike) are now 
$27,580, versus $25,106 in 
Richmond.” Brown said, “The 
effect on morale is obvious and 
it also inhibits the ability of the 
district to recruit quality 
teachers.” 

In remarks following the 
focus group’s presentation, 
WCCUSD School Board 
President Karen Fenton, a 
member of the Richmond Area 
League of Women Voters, 
thanked the group for providing 
an accessible overview of a 
complex subject. She said that

Taking care 
of complaints 


First off: Apologies for omitting 
credit to Wolfe Mason Architects and 
artist Chris Kukula who provided the 
renderings for last week’s column 
promoting creek restoration and the 
“Creek Speak” forum. 


Last Thursday’s “Creek Speak” 


"drew about 30 people to watch slides 


and listen to the newest ideas in urban 
planning, ideas that go far beyond 
restoring creeks and keeping pollu- 
tion out of storm drains and ulti- 
mately the Bay. 

Except the funny thing is, none of 
the ideas are “new.” It has been obvi- 
ous for a long time that the organiza- 
tion of space in most cities has taken 
a wrong turn. 

Isay it’s obvious because it’s what 
people complain about most. They 
may not put it in that way, but com- 
plaints about too many cars going too 
fast on “my block” are really com- 
plaints about the way a city is orga- 
nized. And the complaints I get about 
traffic far outnumber complaints 
about everything else put together. 

Berkeley graduate student Clark 
Wilson presented concepts that work 
to eliminate trafficin residential neigh- 
borhoods. 

The idea is to first take a look at 
what residential streets are designed 
for: to carry a lot of cars going fast. 
Some are too wide and almost all are 
through. If we want to change what 
they’re used for, they’ve got to be 
redesigned. 

“Trafficcalming” is the latest plan- 
ning jargon for changing the function 
of streets from raceways to places 
where kids and families have equal 
rights with cars. 

Wide streets are made narrower, 
sidewalks and planting strips are made

wider. Most residential streets should 
only be traveled for afew blocks —to 
get from a main street to home and 
back. Most don’t need to be as wide 
as they are for this purpose. Changing 
traffic circulation patterns, changing 
the function and look of streets s-/-o- 
w-s cars down. 

Theeconomics of these ideas make 
sense. 

The way we’re doing it now, as 
our sewers are being replaced, we 
tear up the whole street to install a 
new sewer line, and a brand new 
asphalt street goes back in exactly 
like it was. 

Over the years, hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars are spent repairing 
sidewalks cracked by tree roots be- 
cause our planting strips are too nar- 
Tow. 

Meanwhile, a bicycle committee 
meets to plan bicycle paths. And al- 
ways there is the desire for police 
officers to concentrate time on traffic 
enforcement. 

Ifwe’re rebuilding ourstreets over 
the next 30 years as the sewers are 
replaced (as we are), how much more 
would it cost to rebuild them sotraffic 
problems are eliminated, bicycle paths 
are incorporated, and tree/sidewalk 
conflicts are solved? Doesn’t it make 
more sense to allow enough room for 
the tree in the first place instead of 
continually spending money to repair 
sidewalks? 

Let’s think about one more thing 
before we sharpen up our pencils and 
answer that question: storm water. 
Boring, maybe, but it’s not going to 


rif 


go away. Federal law mandates that 
cities reduce the amount of pollutants 
in storm water running off overstreets 
and into storm drains, creeks, and 
finally into the Bay. There’s good 
reason for this law: Half the pollution 
in the bay comes from oil and grease 
picked up by storm water as it washes 
over streets, 

But let’s leave the good cause of 
cleaning up the Bay for a moment and 
get back to the arithmetic of ridding 
residential streets of speeding cars. 
One of the cheapest ways cities have 
of meeting federal clean-water man- 
dates is to provide more landscaped 
areas for rainwater to wash into before 
it reaches the storm drains. Rainwater 
that soaks into the ground is naturally 
cleansed and does not contribute to 
pollution. 

Tearing up asphalt and planting 
green: a simple, effective solution for 
storm water pollution (I think we have 
a slogan here!). 

Traffic calming designs which 
widen planting strips into landscaped 
areas also allow storm water to be 
directed into these landscaped areas 
and increase the capacity for infiltra- 
tion (rainwater soaking into the ground 
like nature intended instead of being 
funneled into underground pipes). 

So, rebuilding our steets in a 
thoughtful way pays another bill: the 
storm water mandate. 

Look for conceptual design ren- 
derings and some actual arithmetic in 
future columns. Maybe your block 
could serve as a test case. Any volun- 
teers?

Fripp heading 
to BYU-Hawaii

After a year of hard work, honing his skills in the 
classroom and on the basketball court, Nathan Fripp 
thought he deserved to spend some time in warm 
sunshine and tropical breezes. 

With his parents and high school coach present, 
the St. Mary’s High student Saturday at his home in 
Berkeley, assured himself of at least four years of 
that type of climate when he signed a letter of intent 
to play basketball at BYU-Hawaii. 

“Coach (Ken) Wagner brought a video of BYU. 
The campus is very nice,” Fripp said. “It’s a good 
program and a good situation for me. I’m very 
excited to be going.” 

An off-guard in the beginning of the season, the 
lefty was converted into a point guard early on when 
the Panthers’ other playmakers faltered. Long hours 
of hard practices allowed him to flourish in that role. 
He averaged 11 points, 6 assists, and 3 steals a game. 

He also played his best game of the season at the 
most opportune of times. BYU-Hawaii begins play 
this season as an NCAA Division II participant after 
moving from NAIA Division I. 

Wagner saw the Berkeley native play against 
Bishop O’Dowd in January. Ironically, Wagner was 
onhand to scout several O’ Dowd players, but Fripp’s 
performance got his attention. 

Although St. Mary’s lost the game to the eventual 
North Coast Section runner-up, the 5-foot-8 
playmaker scorched O’Dowd for 21 points, includ- 
ing 10 in the last quarter. His offensive outburst and 
tenacious defense kept the game from being a rout. 

Just like that, the BYU coach was sold on the 
stocky point guard. 

“All it takes is one game,” said St. Mary’s coach 
Jose Caraballo. “Nate had his best game of the 
season against O’Dowd and the right people saw it.” 

How highly Wagner thinks of Fripp is apparent 
by the fact that he received one of only two scholar- 
ships the school is offering for next season.

The TV in Cal’s media relations 
office was tuned to ESPN’s cover- 
age of the NFL draft. Underclass- 
men Regan Upshaw and Duane 
Clemons, the heart of the Bears’ 
defense last year, both of whom 
opted to turn proa year early, would 
soon be selected as the 12th and 
16th picks in the first round, re- 
spectively. 

But down in the stands of Me- 
morial Stadium, Cal fans, bedecked 
in blue and gold, were getting a 
look at the *96 Cal football team as 
it took part in its second spring 
scrimmage. 

It won’tbe easy rebounding from 
last year’s 3-8 nightmare, but after 
the short scrimmage, first-year 
coach Steve Mariucci — who, as 
the Green Bay Packers offensive 
coordinator, was instrumental in 
orchestrating the Pack’s stunning 
playoff upset over the 49ers — is 
being guardedly optimistic. 

“We kept the scrimmage short 
and sweet, he said. “Because you 
don’t wantto get anyone hurt. There 
are things we need to clean up and 
polish, but overall it was a good 
scrimmage and we’re right on 
schedule.” 

The arrival of Mariucci and the 
vaunted “West Coast” offense has 
Cal fans excited. With Mariucci as 
Cal’s offensive coordinator in 1991, 
the Bears put up 36.9 points a game. 
Over the past two seasons, how- 
ever, they’ve managed just 20.7. 


Now, the man credited with the 
development of MVP Brett Favre, 
is expected to help Cal put a lot 
more points on the board. 

That’s why the fans Saturday 
saw a lot of multiple formations 
and short passing patterns from the 
offense. And the players have had 
to learn new terminology and new 
assignments in a relatively short 
time. 

“Today’s scrimmage was a cul- 
mination of having our offense in- 
stalled,” said Mariucci, who spent 
five years at Cal from 1987 to ’91 
before moving on to the NFL. “The 
players are at the saturation point. 
Now, we have to go back and clean 
it up and polish it up.” . 

It was evident watching the 
scrimmage, with several fumbled 
snaps and dropped passes, that the 
team is along way from being game- 
ready. Mariucci was blunt in his 
assessment of his team’s perfor- 
mance. 

“T don’t know if we can beat 
anyone right now,” he said. “We 
have a long way to go. We need to 
be more efficient.” 

Aside from the intricate offense 
the team must digest and learn, Cal 
suffers from a lack of depth at sev- 
eral positions, including quarter- 
back. After two scrimmages, 
Mariucci conceded some incoming 
recruits from a highly. touted class 
will probably be competing for play- 
ing time. 

“Ideally we'd like the freshmen 
to sit out a year,” the coach said.

Stoll 
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passes his time meeting his next- 
door neighbors. 

“Local neighbors have become 
more important to me than reaching 
out into cyberspace,” he says be- 
fore dashing inside to investigate 
another burst of his son’s crying. 

Incidentally, what helped turn 
Stoll’s gaze away from his monitor 
was old-fashioned community ac- 
tivism — combating speeders on 
Colby Street. 

First he built a radar gun from 
scratch. Then, working with other 
neighbors, he gathered signatures 
to petition the city council for speed 
bumps. 

In the process he began meeting 
his neighbors, people he always 
knew existed, but whom he had 
only known in passing. 

The interview resumes in the 
kitchen where Daniel is in a user- 
unfriendly snit, refusing a bottle. 
Dad lifts him up and paces back and 
forth, the excitement calming the 
crying. 

Stoll’s house, built in 1915, is a 
technology museum of telephones, 
scientific toys, and home-brewed 
electronics. The television—a 1954 
RCA model — does not work. 

Stoll traces his disillusionment 
toa 1993 vacation ona friend’s East 
Coast farm. The womenfolk were 
in the kitchen, the menfolk were 
Outside ensconced in a conversa- 
tion about the New York Knicks. 
The moon and Jupiter were visible 
in the night sky. 

__In this idyllic setting, Stoll was 
answering e-mail on his laptop. 
 Soberly, he realized that even on 
vacation, he could not escape the 
network. 

_ “Tam watching my life dribble 
Out through my modem at 9600 
baud,” he remembers thinking, 
shortly before pulling the plug. 

Now, what used to be an eight- 
to-16-hour a day computer habit 
has been whittled down to about 30 


minutes. 

His opposition to technology is 
based on the “faster, better, more” 
hype buoying the computer indus- 
try, an attitude he once believed and 
helped perpetuate. Now he is ask- 
ing questions. 

“(Computers) are advertised to 
save time, educate, entertain, and 
bring us closer together,” he ex- 
plains. “Arguably, they do all those 
things equally well. Arguably, they 
do none of them.” 

In Silicon Snake Oil, he explores 
whether computers teach or enter- 
tain, are tools or glitz, and how 
much libraries and schools should 
spend on technology at the expense 
of other resources. 

The bottom line, he says, is de- 
bunking the myth that computers 
by themselves will uplift and en- 
lighten by providing everyone with 
fingertip access to information. 

“The mania with the Informa- 
tion Superhighway is based on the 
idea that information is power. I 
don’t believe it. Information is not 
power. Who has the most informa- 
tion in the neighborhood? Librar- 
ians do. And they are famous for 
having no power. Who’s got the 
most power? Politicians do. And 
they are famous for being ill-in- 
formed. 

“Where do you get power? From 
collaborating with constituents, 
working together, through being 
actively involved in your commu- 
nity, by devoting hours to a cause. 
The time you spend on a computer 
is time spent not doing these things.” 

Stoll seems satisfied by his 
monologue, as if for a moment he 
managed to cut through a mass of 
factoids to find wisdom, exorcising 
a past cyber-demon in the process. 

Daniel is asleep, chin resting on 
dad’s shoulder. 

The once self-described citizen 
of cyberspace pauses to enjoy a 
quiet moment of parenthood. 

“Trealized the people physically 
closest to me happen to be the most 
important people to me,” he says.

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In Henry Selick’s James and the 
Giant Peach, for instance, one shot 
occupying 12 seconds of screen time 
took six days to film. But the tri- 
umph of the picture, adapted from 
Roald Dahl’s 1961 children’s book, 
is that you’re so absorbed watching 
it that you scarcely think about the 
technique — and there’s plenty of 
technique, given the fact that each 
frame is occupied with moving fig- 
ures.

The 385 Colusa address in Kensington has enjoyed a history of restau- 
rant business that has ranged from the acclaimed Narsai’s to Middle 
Easter to Italian and, most recently, Brazilian. 385 Colusa Brazilian 
Restaurant has been opened almost five months under the ownership of 
Jales Valadao. 

Valadao enlisted the husband and wife team of Silvio Barbosa, Jr. and 
Rosana Brito to handle operations. Barbosa haadles the kitchen duties 
while the charming and energetic Brito oversees the dining room. No 
strangers to the restaurant business, the team’s previous history includes 
astint at San Francisco’s Bahia Tropical. 

With aspirations of including Brazilian and Latin entertainment — 
specifically dinner and cocktail shows — in the future, 385 Colusa is 
currently concentrating on the food. Brito’s background is steeped in the 
local Brazilian community where she has taught and performed dancing 
as well as being appointed San Francisco’s Carnival street parade queen 
in 1992. Before Brito introduces her patrons to the exhilarating spirit 
musically, you can anticipate this same goal through the food. 

Feijoada Completa, the national dish of Brazil, is the signature dish 
here. At $12.95, this hearty stew features black beans, smoked meats and 
sausages. It is served with rice, collard greens, a toasted manioc flour 
farofa, which is sprinkled over items, and a spicy vinagrette. Six addi- 
tional Brazilian specialties are offered. Notably, the Frutos da Mar a 
Brasileira is a delicious combination of mussels, clams, scallops and 
prawns that have been sauteed with coconut milk, pineapple, herbs and 
spices ($14.95). The Bacalhoada dish, however, offers tamer flavors and 
is Portugese inspired. Codfish is poached with potatoes, bell peppers, 
onions, tomatoes and cilantro ($14.95). 

In an effort to attract a variety of customers, the menu also features 
pasta dishes from $9.95 to $11.95, pizzas from $7.95 to $12.95 and 10 
tapas starting at $4.50. The -menu was recently adjusted to reflect these 
additions but the attraction here is the cuisine of Brazil.

Every Dog Has His Day In Court: When I 
was in France a couple of years ago, one of the 
first things that struck me was that everyone took 
their dogs into restaurants with them. 

“What a civilized country!” I thought to 
myself. I told my French friends you’d never be 
allowed to do that in the United States. 

They were shocked. “But of course,” they 
replied, “you are allowed to take your dogs into 
supermarkets, aren’t you?” 

But it turns out I’m not the only one who thinks 
we should do as the French do. At this very 
moment, the California State Bar is considering 
Resolution 5-1a-96, authored by San Francisco 
attorney Laura Goldin, which — if passed — 
would amend the California Health & Safety Code 
to “enable owners and operators of food service 
establishments to set aside areas for dogs in such 
establishments.” 

Understand, you can’t submit a resolution to 
the state bar about just anything. It has to have 
some relevance to the law — like how the 
proposed resolution would fight crime or improve 
public health. 

So Golden thought long and hard (and 
consulted extensively with her own dogs, Josie 
and Mandy), and here’s what she came up with: 

“The presence of dogs in a food establishment 
has at least two substantial benefits. The first 
benefit is the protection of the food establishment 
against crime. Most criminals do not want to take 
chances when a dog is present. Thus, the food 
establishment is less likely to be victimized by 
criminals. 

“The second benefit is the mental well-being of 
the dog’s human companion. Because dogs are 
such warm and wonderful company, the human 
companion will feel loved and comforted by the 
presence of the dog. Those human companions 
otherwise inclined to commit crimes because of 
their own loneliness and feelings of lack of love 
will be less likely to do so because of the attention 
they are getting from their dog. 

“It is also reasonable to expect the food 
establishments which allow dogs on the premises 
will be cleaner and healthier facilities. Dogs are 
far more alert than most food service providers, 
and will hastily clean foods which have fallen to 
the floor. Clean floors are not only healthier, but 
safer than floors with food.” 

That’s my kind of lawyer!

A teletype also heiped police detectives solve the 
July, 1995 murder of 50-year-old transient James 
McLean.

It was a shock to Sims, who immediately checked two 
other centers in Berkeley and the Open House Senior 
Center in El Cerrito. He found either no computers or 
“dinosaur” models. 

“That day I founded “SeniorSoar!” he said. 

Injust over amonth, the organization has grown to 150 
persons. 

Sims’ idea was to encourage municipalities to provide 
technologies as services to its citizens at a minimal cost, 
or even no cost, as private financing is found. 

“I thought El Cerrito and Berkeley would be my two 
test cases,” he said. “Eventually, I want to design the 
module to go out nationally.” 

Sims was used to working with City Hall in Berkeley; 
as a bank manager in Berkeley, he’d served as banker for 
the city in the ’70s, handling Certificates of Participation 
and other financial matters. 

Unfortunately, wheels move slower in a bigger city. 
The Berkeley “SeniorSoar!” program has not yet come on 
line. 

Sims grew up in El Cerrito; he was able to draw on 
those connections in the community to get things going 
more quickly. Working with Bill Guggemos, he said, was 
an experience in “how City Hall should work. 

“The difference was amazing,” he said. “In Berkeley, 
everyone was willing, but it’s been much more difficult 
because of the city’s size.” 

Guggemos was excited about the idea and, according 
to Sims, single-handedly arranged for the two essential 
contributions to the program. 

“Within 30 days, Software Solutions had donated a 
computer, and DSP had provided Internet access,” said 
Sims, again reiterating that “the concept is donation, not 
purchase.” 

Everyone at the senior center, including director Ellen 
Paasch, as well as other city staff members, like Jim 
Randall and Gerry Raycraft, has been enthusiastic about 
the program, said Sims, who believes everyone involved 
is coming from the same place he is. 

“1 don’t like senior citizens to be overlooked and 
neglected,” he said. “Bill Guggemos and the others share 
the same philosophy.” 

The El Cerrito project is dedicated to the memory of 
musician Tom Fogerty. Sims’s closest friend, Fogerty 
was a resident of El Cerrito and made many contributions 
himself to the community. 

For his part, Sims has been sending out messages 
around the world asking for greetings to El Cerrito’s and 
Berkeley’s senior citizens. His goal is to create a “point, 
click and smile” situation for the new computer users. 

“My heritage is part Cherokee,” he said. “That’s why 
I was'thrilled when a Cherokee web site in Texas re- 
sponded with a gorgeous greeting they’d designed. It 
brought tears to my eyes.” 

Sims and his wife travel often to France; he said mini- 
greetings from all over that country will soon be coming 
in for El Cerrito’s and Berkeley’s seniors. 

“It shows El Cerrito seniors that someone out there 
knows and loves them,” he said. “It also shows them that 
the computer is a friendly little guy.” 

The friendly, “point, click and smile” approach is the 
same one Sims is using as the program’s first tutor. He’s 
teaching Solitaire first. It’s a new approach to a familiar 
pastime and helps new users to build their comfort level 
with everything from clicking and dragging the mouse to 
working windows and beginning to understand new terms. 

Sims has many continuing connections with UC- 
Berkeley since he was a student and a CAL varsity yell 
leader. He’s used those connections to set up a 
“SOARcerers Squad,” composed of “whiz computer and 
business students” willing to volunteer their time to the 
cause. James Wang, president of the Computer Students 
Undergraduate Association, is heading a donations pro- 
gram on campus as well as organizing volunteers. 

Members of the “Canyon Gang” are serving as project 
managers. Over the years, Sims and his wife “adopted” 
24 neighborhood kids, opening their home as a place to 
just hang out, for teenage parties without drugs. The 
couple tried to serve as mentors to the kids; Sims took 
them to UC-Berkeley to show them what college life was 
like. 

“I only lost one to drugs,” he said. “The others all got 
college degrees and have successful careers.” 

Once Berkeley’s senior computer program is off the 
ground, Sims hopes to take his computer access ideas to 
various Native American tribes in the same way. He 
hopes that will be the next step in making computer 
services available nationally to everyone who might 
benefit from all the new technologies have to offer.

may vary. The number of students seen by one teacher 
at Albany High School is currently limited to 150 a day, 
averaging to 30 per class. 

The school board will begin negotiating next year’s 
budget this month. Teachers have repeatedly stated that 
their long-term goal is to reduce, not increase, class sizes. 
Albany parents who feel that classes are already large 
enough will need to keep themselves informed on this as 
on other negotiated issues.

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paper as a source of city information (56.9 percent). 
Respondents tend to get most of their information from 
“The El Cerrito Journal” (60 percent) and secondarily 
from the West County Times (49 percent). 

Franz presented her own analysis. The two major 
changes indicated by survey results were that “people are 
a few years older” than in the 1990 survey and that police 
response times are viewed as being a little slower (see 
accompanying article). Otherwise, she said, “most of the 
things that did change went downward (in positive re- 
sponse) just a little.” ; 

None of theose reponses were statistically significant 
from Franz’s point of view. 

“All of them could be accounted for mathematically,” 
she said, “but altogether, they may indicate that some- 
thing is a little amiss.” 

In general, Franz said, residents consider El Cerrito a 
pleasant and generally safe place to live, with courteous 
city officials and a municipal government that desires to 
maintain services. 

At the same time, Franz pointed to “a couple of 
caveats” in that summary. 

Franz noted that, “absent any further information at 
all, campaign literature, for example,” residents who 
responded to the survey would not vote to increase the 
utility users’ tax but would probably vote to retain it (with 
62.5 percent responding “definitely” or “probably”). A 
campaign to increase the tax might call for “an uphill 
battle” requiring “more education,” she said. 

There is also “not much interest” in increasing service 
fees as a source of revenue, she said. 

In a third area, residents were questioned about a 
possible change in garbage pickup services. Franz noted 
that respondentsare “borderline on annual (debris) pickup” 
as a possible city service. While 51 percent said they 
would be willing to have the city pick up debris other than 
yard waste (the “bulky waste” pickup) once a year rather 
than twice if yard waste was picked up every other week, 
35 percent said they would not be willing. Franz also 
considered the 9.4 percent who “didn’t know” to be a 
significant number and questioned whether residents 
really understand the tradeoff they might be asked to 
make.

untreated into storm drains and thus directly into the Bay. 


Hale said that restored creeks and wetlands help filter out 
such pollution before it reaches the ocean, and that his 
department was part of a nationwide effort to increase 
awareness about stormwater pollution on the local level. 

Hale also stressed the fact that those present were part 
of a two-pronged, citizen-based effort to remedy the 
stormwater problem. By participating in restoration 
projects and sending a strong message to lawmakers, 
Hale said, citizens can help cut down on pollution. Ac- 
cording to Hale, only 13 percent of people surveyed in 
1991 knew that storm drains were essentially conduits 
Straight to the Bay. 

Also speaking was Clark Wilson, a UC Berkeley 
graduate student in landscape architecture who will be 
working on his thesis project this summer in Albany. 
Wilson showed slides of urban designs which could help 
curb the stormwater problem. 

According to Wilson, one of the main impediments to 
preventing stormwater pollution lies in the fact that more 
than 40 percent of urban land consists of paved streets and 
alleyways, which force rainwater into storm drains and 
the Bay. 

Wilson showed slides of possible eco-friendly street 
designs in Albany which would include installing islands 
of trees and grass down the middle of residential streets. 
Such designs, Wilson said, would not only slow down 
traffic and make Albany a greener, more beautiful place 
to live, they would also help rainwater soak into the earth, 
replenishing the local groundwater supply and helping 
filter out pollution. 

“Positive alternatives are out there,” said Wilson, 
who, although he admitted that such designs might be a 
bit idealistic and “a vision is a good thing to start with.” 

Gary Mason, a landscape architect with Berkeley- 
based Wolfe, Mason and Associates, spoke about the 
importance of integrating city planning and creek resto- 
ration efforts. Mason showed sketches of a proposed path 
along Codornices Creek from San Pablo Avenue to West 
Frontage Road, one of a number of projects currently in 
the planning stages in Albany. 

Such a project, Mason said, was a perfect example of

I invited her to come to stay at 
my house but she understandably 
prefers to be on her own.

The Federal Home Loan Mort- 
gage Corporation (Freddie Mac) 
announced this week that the na- 
tionwide average for 30-year fixed 
rate mortgage slipped slightly to 
7.95 percent to from last week’s 
average of 8.05 percent.

The rate for 1-year Treasury- 
indexed adjustable-rate mortgages 
(ARMs)also dipped to 5.75 percent 
from last week’s average of 5.80 
percent.

Getting ready to sell 


Q: What can we do to make our 
house as saleable as possible? 

A: After you’ve lived in your 
house for a while, it’s not unreason- 
able to expect that the house will 
require a tune up. You should make 
sure that this tune up takes place, to 
the maximum extent possible, be- 
fore any potential buyer ever sets 
eyes on your house. 

The buyers want to take posses- 
sion of a spick and span house, to 
just move in and start living out 
their fantasies of Owning this won- 
derful new house. 

They don’t want to buy a house 
in order to acquire th opportunity to 
clean it and fix it and repair all sorts 
of little odds and ends. 

Agood blast of concentrated and 
concerted effort on your part, along 
with the expenditure of a few hun- 
dred, or possibly even a few thou- 
sand, dollars, will provide the best

insurance policy you can possibly 
obtain. 

Your house will sell as fast as 
possible for the highest possible 
price. 

Start by walking all around the 
house, outside and in, taking notes. 
Try to put yourself into the mind set 
of a possible buyer coming to look 
at your house. 

First, look carefully at the front 
of your house. It might even be fun 
to get into your car and drive around 
the block. 

Then pull up and pretend you’re 
seeing the house for the first time. 
What can you do to make the place 
look more inviting than it does now? 

Write down your ideas. Trim the 
bushes, cut off tree branches that 
hang down too far, mow the lawn, 
water the lawn and vegetation, clean 
out any weeds and grass growing in 
the cracks and then sweep the side- 


walks. 

Caulk any cracks in the house 
and touch up the paint, replace any 
cracaed windows, bring in some 
planters or flower pots. Make sure 
the house sings from the street and 
sidewalk in front. 

Then walk around the house and 
do the same inspection to the sides 
and back of the house and the back 
yard. More notes. Mend any fences 
that need it, pick up any fruit that 
may have fallen from the trees, rake 
up the leaves, clean out the grass 
growing between the bricks in the 
patio, water the lawn and the trees 
and bushes and flowers. Then be 
sure to coil up the hoses and put 
away the tools. 

Then go back out front and go 
into the house imagining this is the 
first time you’ve ever entered this 
house. Look for every little thing 
that creates a negative impact and 
make a note to fix it or remove it. 

Put joint compound into the 
settlement cracks and touch up the 
paint, take everything you can pos- 
sibly live without and move it to a 
storage container down by the bay. 

Oil the hinges in the squeaky 
doors and nail down the squeaky 
steps or floors. Change the washers 
in the dripping faucets. 

Repaint or touch up the kitchen 
cabinets and counters if they look 
worn and beat up. Recaulk the tub 
and sinks. Put a new filter in the 
furnace. Replace the window cov- 
erings if they need it. 

Then go underneath the house. 
Imagine that you are a pest control 


inspector looking for damage to the 
structural members of the house 
due to bugs or water damage. 

Look all around the perimeter 
under the house at the mud sill sit- 
ting on top of the foundation. Is 
there any place where the dirt has 
piled up to touch the wooden mud 
sill? 

If there is, then make a note to 
clear the dirt away so that there are 
at least six inches of concrete be- 
tween the level of the dirt and the 
wood. 

Think of putting on a mask and 
going around the foundation clean- 
ing off all the cobwebs and dirt and 
wood scraps and old nails and junk 
which have accumulated on and 
around the foundation for years. 

When the pest control inspector 
goes under the house and sees that 
gleaming foundation and mud sill, 
he’ll go back out thinking this is a 
really well-kept house. 

So will the buyers and their in- 
spectors when they crawl around 
under there. 

Also, be sure to clean out any 
scraps of wood and cables and bricks 
and old concrete blocks and other 
things just lying around under the 
house. 

Then go back outside and walk 
around one more time thinking 
about how the outside of the foun- 
dation measures up to the soon to be 
gleaming inside. The level of the 
dirt around the house is referred to 
as the grade. The grade level in- 
creases over time as dirt and leaves 
and soil build up around the house. 


Pest control inspectors have to 
call a faulty grade situation if the 
dirt or soil is as high as the top of the 
foundation. Such a condition al- 
lows moisture to flow into the 
wooden mud sill. 

Pest control inspectors frequently 
call for treating such situations by 
building up the foundation. This is 
called “capping”, and it isnot cheap. 

So some judicious clearing away 
of dirt and vegetation and soil from 
around the foundation to the point 
where several inches of concrete 
are clearly visible all around, can 
sometimes save a considerable 
amount of money and, again, make 
for a good impression of the house. 

(Keeping dirt and vegetation and 
soil away from the top of the foun- 
dation, both inside and out, is one of 
the most important maintenance 
items a homeowner can pay atten- 
tionto whether or not they are think- 
ing of selling.) 

After you take all these notes 
and make all these lists of things 
you can do to make your house look 
better, then you should do all of 
these things, or have them done, 
probably in the reverse of the order 
we discussed them. 

Sometimes when people are 
about to sell a house, they begin to 
entertain the idea of undertaking 
big, expensive, projects. 

In some cases they think that to 
make the house really saleable, they 
ought to add the extra rooms or 
decks they’ve always wanted or 
remodel certain rooms to be the 
way they always wished they were.

this one. She had been able to defer 
a capital gain of $75,000 by buying 
this house in 1983. 

Then in 1991 she and her hus- 
band divorced. She decided to buy 
out his one-half interest in this 
house. In order to do this she refi- 
nanced the property (getting a 
$260,000 loan). She paid him off 
and used the rest of the money to 
pay her own bills. It was her belief 
that she would only have to pay 
income taxes on the $20,000 that 
was received at the closing. Boy, 
was she wrong! 

First off, the actual amount of 
money that you receive when the 
property closes generally has noth- 
ing to do with your capital gain. In 
her case the capital gain on the 
property would be as follows: 

What she originally paid for the 
property, plus the closing costs 
($175,000); 

The costs of all the major im- 
provements to the property (such as 
room additions, roof, major remod- 
eling, etc.) — in her case zero; 

From that amount, subtract any 
capital gain amounts that were de- 
ferred from selling a previous prin- 
cipal residence. In her case, sub- 
tract $75,000. 

Therefore, her cost basis in this 
property would be $100,000. 

Now take what she sold the prop-

erty for ($325,000), minus the sell- 
ing expenses ($25,000), and you 
would be left with a capital gain of 
$200,000. 

The amount she had received 
from refinancing the property in 
1991 did not affect the cost basis of 
the property, and in fact now she 
was going to have to pay income 
taxes on it. Even the money she had 
used to buy out her ex-husband was 
not tax-deductible. The government 
ruled that in divorces after 1985 the 
money given by one spouse to the 
other is not taxable income to the 
receiver, nor tax-deductible by the 
payer. 

The only way she could have 
avoided paying capital gains taxes 
on the $200,000 profit was to buy 
another principal residence for at 
least $300,000 (the selling price 
minus selling expenses) within the 
two-year time period after she had 
sold the property. Also, if she was 
at least 55 years old at the time of 
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sale she could have at least not have 
to paid taxes on the first $125,000 
of capital gains (unfortunately, she’s 
under 55). 

Even though you geta slight tax 
break on your federal tax return 
(tight now the highest federal tax 
rate on long-term capital gains is 28 
percent), she is still going to have to 
pay about $56,000 to the IRS. Plus, 
she also has to pay state income 
taxes, another 10 percent (California 
does not give any tax break for 
capital gains). 

The point here is to consult with 
a tax expert before you sell your 
house. Make sure you understand 
the tax consequences of this move. 
It may save you, or cost you, many 
thousands of hard-earned dollars.

Group’s Joani Blank Her group has 
been exploring the feasibility of a 
cohousing project within a larger 
mixed-use development at the 
Swan’s Market site downtown. 

Hanson sees a need for new ap- 
proaches to housing development 
in urban as well as rural areas. 

“The romantic image of the log 
cabin in the woods has led to the 
urban isolation of our single family 
neighborhoods, making our homes 
too separate and autonomous,” he 
said. 

“Our rugged individualism has 
led us to the point of feeling de- 
tached from the world around us, as 
if somehow we don’t belong any- 
more.”

enjoy their own private dwelling 
units complete with kitchen and din- 
ing space, but they also enjoy some 
of the advantages of a traditional 
village or close-knit neighborhood 
out of America’s past. 

A centrally-located “common 
house” often includes a lounge for 
adults, play space for children, a 
workshop or crafts area and a din- 
ing room where residents may par- 
take of community meals several 
times a week. 

According to a recent article in 
The Wall Street Journal, “Cohous- 
ing is no hippie throwback. Instead, 
it is an emerging housing option for 
disaffected suburbanites who are 
trading in big homes on large lots in 
bedrock neighborhoods for a way 
of living that emphasizes friend- 


ship, coopération and belonging.” 

Hanson, who has an eclectic 
background ranging from real es- 
tate development to graduate stud- 
ies in philosophy, recalls the mo- 
ment when he first heard about co- 
housing in Seattle back in 1988. 

“Everything I had been looking 
for, all my explorations, all the odd 
and sundry jobs I had done in my 
life, all seemed suddenly to come 
together, to have a reason,” he said 
Almost immediately he conveneda 
meeting at a local fire house to 
show slides and explain the con- 
cept. 

About 45 interested people 
showed up— including the core of 
a group that went on to develop the

second cohousing community in the 
United States. “We were off and 
running,” said Hanson. 

Since that time Hanson has be- 
come the Johnny Appleseed of co- 
housing in the Northwest, catalyzing 
several projects and consulting with 
dozens of resident groups. “Cohous- 
ing is a means for people to make a 
major step toward community with- 
out giving up their privacy and con- 
trol over their personal lives,” he 
said. 

In 1993 Hanson worked with a 
group in Victoria, British Colum- 
bia, bringing to fruition Canada’s 
first cohousing community. Com- 
pleted in September 1994, it con- 
sists of 17 units split between two 
connected four-story buildings 


within a 15 minute walk of down- 
town. 

Six units are in an 80-year old 
manor that has been completely 
renovated, while the remaining 11 
are in a new building built to re- 
semble the old. It is considered by 
many in the burgeoning cohousing 
movement to be a model for urban 
community living, offering a wide 
range of unit sizes and 3200 square 
feet of common facilities on the 
ground floor. 

Currently there are 18 cohous- 
ing projects completed around the 
country, with another dozen under 
construction. There are two in the 
East Bay—one in Emeryville and 
another, partially completed, in Ber- 
keley. 

As for Hanson, his latest effort is 
a project consisting of 34 homes 
arranged along a glass-covered “pe- 
destrian street” in Langley, British 
Columbia.

Goerges and discovered that the 
space could be enlarged consider- 
ably. 

“We started messing around with 
drawings and plans to try to figure 
out what to do, and before long we 
realized that the only way we were 
materially going to change things 
was to substantially expand,” he 
said. 

The west side extension allowed 
the addition of a walk-in pantry, 
while the northern exterior wall was 
moved out into the garden, offering 
space overhead for the installation 
of a double row of skylights which 
brightened the area directly above 
the double sink and countertop. 

On the east side, an additional 
six-feet provided enough room to 
incorporate David’s office, com- 
plete with an L-shaped desk and 
built-in file cabinets. 

Descending the two steps into 
the spacious kitchen, one immedi- 
ately notices the abundance of light 
and space. 

On the right is the office area 
and, to the left, in the center of the 
kitchen, is a large island containing 
a gas Russell Range with a steam 
injection oven. 

Nearest the entryway is a double 
oven enclosed in stone. “The archi- 
tect tried to talk me into building a 
wood-burning oven here. But I’ve 


Once the decision was made they 


done some baking recently in one,” 
said David. “Unless you can keep 
the fire going constantly, it’s just 
not a very practical way to cook. 
The idea was just not realistic.” 

Instead David installed a 
Thermador double oven in a stone 
enclosure. The stone motif is car- 
ried over into the floor through the 
use of a warm, sandy-colored Ital- 
ian ceramic tile. In contrast to the 
roughly textured floor tiles, the el- 
egant, smooth countertops, made of 
a special granite from Brazil, are of 
a green/black color, flecked with 
bits of silver. 

Adding to the textural richness 
of the kitchen are several very fine 
quality and beautiful woods includ- 
ing an old black oak beam, the red- 
wood framing of the double row of 
skylights, and the multiple walnut 
veneered drawers with their match- 
ing walnut pulls. 

There are no wall-hung cabinets 
above waist level, the drawers and 
pantry serving instead as storage 
space. Two display cabinets, lo- 
cated on either side of the room, 
have glass doors and are illumi- 
nated from within.

from the skylights and windows 
which line the north wall, there are 
also numerous recessed ceiling 
lights.

California’s oldest but overlooked 
wine growing areas. 

“I’ve always been excited 
about the potential for this area if 
we got serious about it,” says 
Perry. “With the development of 
the South Livermore Valley Area 
Plan (legislation that would 
preserve vineyards) and its 
evolution to its actual completion 
and implementation, that period 
was very important. 

“It sent a message: We’re here 
to stay and we’re going to 
continue to grow and improve 
and have a good time doing it.” 

Perry believes that at long last, 
the vintners of the region are 
beginning to take themselves 
more seriously, although he 
prefers the word “focused.” 
“They’re 100 percent believing 
now that this is reality,” he 
opines. “There were some tough 
years.

For years, it’s been one 
of the highest priorities for 
residents of El Cerrito — 
and one of the first ques- 
tions they raise when dis- 
cussing the future of the 
city: What are we going to 
do about El Cerrito Plaza? 

Long-time residents 
remember when now-emp- 
ty store fronts were full and 
the center was buzzing 
with activity (much as it 
does now on Tuesday 
morning Farmers Market 
days). More recent mem- 
bers of the community can 
envision some exciting 
possibilities for the center, 
from creekside cafes to a 
theatre or a town plaza that 


might serve as a communi- 
ty gathering place. 

Community and city 
council interest, the closing 
of the Emporium, the 
desire of Lucky to expand 
its site, the formation of a 
grassroots group interested 
in creating a “sustainable,” 
people-friendly El Cerrito, 
and general retail trends 
seem to have converged in 
recent months. In March, 
the city council authorized 
a contract for consultant 
work related to a commun- 
ity planning process for not 
only the Plaza but its sur- 
rounding environs, an area 
now commonly referred to 
as the South Gateway 
Development Area 
(SGDA). 


The purpose of the com- 
munity planning process is 
to involve interested citi- 
zens in the creation of a 


concept plan and develop- 
ment strategy for the 
SGDA, including the 
potential revitalization of 
the El Cerrito Plaza shop- 
ping center. 

The hired consultant, 
Race Studio, hopes its 
planning approach will tie 
directly into a pro-active 
marketing of the area. The 
approach is based on four 
premises: 

¢ The planning effort 
should initiate the market- 
ing process. 

* Local property owners, 
citizens and policymakers 
critical to the develop- 
ment’s success should be 
involved and take owner- 


ship of the planning results. 


* The plan for the SGDA 


should provide a flexible 
framework capable of sup- 
porting an identifiable 
range of market oppor- 


tunities. 

+ The planning project 
package should include 
marketing materials. 

The consultant also 
intends to initiate the 
recruiting of anchor tenants 
critical to successful reali- 
zation of the SGDA envi- 
ronment, to provide strate- 
gies for integrated site 
development (many citi- 
zens and city officials envi- 
sion a good symbiotic rela- 
tionship between the vari- 
ous elements), and to out- 
line a plan of action for 
public and private sector 
participation. 

Before the city began the 
workshop process facilitat- 
ed by Race Studio, a com- 
munity meeting was held 
to explore “what the 
market would realistically 
support,” said community 
and administrative services

manager Jim Randall. A 
panel of resource persons, 
including a realtor, an 
economist and a developer 
presented some factual 
information before com- 
munity members in atten- 
dance began some initial 
brainstorming about “what 
we'd like to see,” he said.

You may not spend much 
time thinking about your 
feet if they're getting you 
where YOu need to go. But 

r foot care can Con- 

te to a healthier, more 
ea life. It’s worth the 
mall amount of time and 
attention it takes to develop 

ood health habits, whether 

u're shopping for the 
right shoes Or protecting 
yourself from disease. 

“When your feet are not 
functioning properly, it can 
Jead to knee and lower 
pack pain, as well as ” 
several other problems, 
say Dr. Shirley A Addes J 
and Dr. Darlene J. Fahmie 
of Fairmount Podiatry 
Group. “You can think of 
your body as a pyramid. 
The feet are the foundation 
for the ankles, knees, hips, 
and back.” : 

A good first step might 
be the free screening and 
consultation the doctors are 
now offering to those 
who'd like an evaluation of 
their feet. Those with spe- 
cific problems or symp- 
toms — bunions, hammer- 
toes, shoes that are 
wearing out unevenly (indi- 
cating some type of imbal- 
ance), or lower back 
pain - would be especially 
wise to take advantage of 
the opportunity. 

Dr. Addes and Dr. 

Fahmie also have some 
sound advice on buying 
proper footwear. They rec- 
ommend that you: 

+ Always buy the proper 
shoes for the type of activi- 
ty you have planned. 

“That’s why special shoes 
are designed for each 
sport,” says Dr. Fahmie. 
“They're constructed to 
accomodate the way your 
feet will move. Don’t try 
playing basketball in your 
walking shoes.” 

+ Have your feet meas- 
ured when you buy a new 
pair of shoes; feet do widen 
with age. 

* Shop for shoes at the 
end of the day. The feet are 
largest late in the day due 
to slight swelling, especial- 
ly with people who are sus- 
ceptible to edema. 

+ Avoid high heels and 
pointed shoes if possible. 


“Pointed shoes contribute 
to the formation of bunions 
and hammertoes,” Dr. 
Addes says. “You're better 
off with shoes rounded at 
the toes.” High heels can 
change the curvature of the 
lower spine, often leading 
to lower back pain. It’s best 
to look for shoes with heels 
that don’t exceed 1-1/2 
inches in height. 

* Try on both shoes; the 
feet can be different sizes. 
If so, fit shoes to your larg- 
er foot. Shoes should allow 
approximately half-inch 
from the longest toe to the 
end of the shoe when 
standing. 

¢ Don’t trust a shoe sales- 
man’s statement that shoes 
will stretch with wear. 
Leather and canvas shoes 
breathe well and may have 
some stretch (as opposed to 
patent leather). Shoes 
should fit properly and 
comfortably from the 
beginning. 

Check out the sizes of the 
shoes you are now wearing 
with a simple test. Step 
down on paper and trace 
around your bare foot. 
Then trace around your 
shoe, and place one tracing 
on top of the other. You’ ll 
be able to see if your shoes 
really fit, or if you’ve simp- 
ly been “squishing your 
foot” into a shoe that’s too 
small. 

Both doctors agree that, 
“Gf you're shoes don’t fit 
well, it can cause and 
aggravate other problems.” 

As for general health, the 
doctors suggest strongly 
that thongs be worn in pub- 
lic showers and swimming 
areas in order to avoid athl- 
ete’s foot or the wart virus. 
Fairmount Podiatry Group 
offers a full range of podia- 
tric services, from sports 
medicine to routine foot 
care: treatment of corns 
and calluses, ingrown and 
thick toenails. 

Specialized care for dia- 
betic foot problems as well 
as preventative nail care is 
also available. Diabetic 
individuals must pay care- 
ful attention to the health of 
their feet; circulation pro- 
blems and numbness are 
two main areas for con- 
cern, as is infection after an 
injury. Untreated sores and 
infections may lead to an 
ulcer, gangrene, and in 
some cases, even ampu- 
tation. 

“We perform physical 
therapy ourselves,” says Dr. 


Fahmie. “Often patients 
are referred elsewhere for 
such services, but we have 
them available on our pre- 
mises.” Electrical stimula- 
tion, ultrasound, hydrother- 
apy and manipulation are 
among the physical therapy 
techniques used. 

“We do everything we 
can in our own office, 
including taking X-rays. 
We also perform orthope- 
dic surgery on the premises 
and at local hospitals.” 
Laser surgery is offered for 
warts, ingrown toenails, 
benign nerve tumors and 
also for thick toenails that 
are diseased with fungus. 

The doctors also make

orthotics (prescription foot 
support). These are cus- 
tom-made foot devices 
which are fabricated from a 
cast mold of the individu- 
al’s feet and worn inside 
the shoes to correct any 
imbalances of the feet and 
lower extremities. 

All the equipment used is 
state-of-the-art. A Doppler 
Analyzer, for example, is a 
non-invasive instrument 
used to check for adequate 
circulation. 

Personal care remains a 
high priority. “We take 
extra time to educate our 
patients,” say both doctors. 
“We also make available a 


wide variety of literature on 


foot problems and 
treatment.” 

Dr. Shirley A. Addes and 
Dr. Darlene J. Fahmie are 
available for help with any 
foot- or ankle-related pro- 
blems. Keeping you active 
on your feet is their first 
priority. 

Drs. Addes and Fahmie 
studied at the California 
College of Podiatric 
Medicine for four years 
following their four-year 
undergraduate work. They 
also each had one year of 
residency before becoming 
partners in El Cerrito.

somewhat exotic flavor. 

In the past, says David, 
those furnishing their 
homes tended to put more 
money into dining room 
furniture. Now there’s less 
of an interest, and people 
tend to concentrate their 
shopping dollars in other 
areas of the home. It’s a 
national trend, he says. 

As a result of changing 
interest, formal dining 
room tables and chairs 
are more difficult to find in 
an affordable price range, 
though Kiefer’s still seeks 
out reasonably priced and 
practical formal sets.

“There are places you 
can just get vaccinations, 
put I think pet owners are 
Josing a lot if they don’t get 
yearly examinations for 
their dogs and cats,” says 
Dr. Prutton. “Tt’s a system 
that’s worked for years and 
years. I think if I had to 
choose between yearly 
vaccinations or yearly 
examinations by a 
veterinarian, I’d choose the 
exams.” : 

Vaccines are important, 
but when the dog or cat is 


check for. If I see a dog or 
a cat who’s over three or 
four years old, there’s a 
fairly significant chance it 
will need dental 

work.” 

Pets often end up with 
rotten teeth or other 
problems because many 
owners don’t look at the 
teeth. 

“People are glad when 
we can catch problems 
early,” he says. “By the 
time a cat or dog is eight or 
nine years old, the teeth 
can be ready to fall out, the 
animal can be sick.” 

Many other problems can 
be discovered in the exam, 
from “basic maintenance 
and routine health 
problems” to dietary 
conditions to “tons of 
skin problems many people 
ignore.
